STOCKHOLM, Dec. 30.—Sweden 
and the Allies are engaged in a new 
attémpt to settle the embittered 
blockade cgntroversy whith has been 


raging for nearly two years. The 


question of the stoppage of ships, 
the posts question and the blacklist- 


ings are all concerned. Sweden is 


the only one of the five neutral 


states with geographical positions 


admitting direct trade with Ger- 


many which has so far rejected any 


kind of general agreement with Eng- 


land, and has forbidden her subjects 


to make agreements of their own. 


This is the second attempt to come 
to terms. In 1915 English negotia- 


tors spent six months here, but no 
progress was made. Since then there 
has been constant friction, ex- 
pressed in exchanges of angry notes, 
in retaliatory measures from Swed- 
en's side, and in a practical stoppage 
of export to Sweden from Pngiland. 

Sweden hag now four negotiators 
in London. Best known is Marcus 
Wallenberg, brother of. the Foreign 
Minister, Knut Wallenberg, and 
chief of the b Enskilda Bank. 
With him are Johannes Heller, a 
business man and Liberal ex-Minis- 
ter; Eric Fryxell, president of the 
Grangesbderg Company, which is 
Sweden's test ore-exporting 
combine; and M. Westman, repre- 
sentative of the Foreign Office. This 
delegation has been sent only after a 
sharp domestic controversy. 

The chief object of attack is the 
Prime Minister, M. Hammarskjold, 
and the principal attackers are the 
Liberals and Socialists, led by the 
Liberal Riksdag member, Baron 
Aehrensvard, and the Socialists, 
Baron Palmetierna and M. Brant- 
ing. M. Branting is official Socialist 
leader, editor of the Socialdemo- 
crat, and one of Sweden's most in- 
fluential men.

The nt detention hall for 
juveniles charged with incorrigibil- 
ity and offenses against the law was 
established six years ago, following 
an extensive agitation by organiza- 
tions and individuals interested in 
child welfare. The law prohibited 
the incarceration of boys and girls 
under 16 in the county and city jails 
with older persons and the juvenile 
building was the outgrowth of the 
demand for separate courtrooms as 
well as places of detention. The 
work has grown much faster than 
the facilities provided, although ad- 
ditions have been made from time 
to time to the hall. 
The site set aside for the pro- 
posed new girls’ hall is at the ex-

G AND THE WHOLE MEXI-

The withdrawal of Gen. Pershing’s 
forces from Mexico, which it is stated will 
begin on Tuesday, next, will be a great gain 
to Villa and a severe blow to Carranza. 
Within the last four months Villa has ac- 
quired possession of many towns, hundreds 
of miles of railroads and over one half of 
the rolling stock in Northern Mexico. Great. 
numbers of Carranza’s soldiers are deserting 
the ranks of his shiftless and shifting army 
and going over to Villa, where they get more 
pay, better provender, and plunder quite as 
fat. Villa has not captured Juarez, although 
it is within his power to do so, for he fears 
that its capture would cause a conflict with 
the American forces. 

He is not ready for such a conflict at 
present, but has it in mind for the future, 
for he has announced to his followers and to 
the people of Chihuahua and Sonora that it 
is his mission to drive the barbarians of the 
North—citizens of the United States thereby 
meaning—from the sacred soil of Mexica 

A portion of Villa's manifesto issued at 
Chihuahua is as follows: 

Our beloved country has reached one 
of those solemn moments in which, tn 
order to oppose ourselves to the unjusti- 
fied invasion of our eternal enemies, the 
Barbarians of the North, we should be 
united. We have had since last March an 
American army, commanded by Pershing, 
in the Galeana district. constructing 
cement roads from the other side of the 
Rio Bravo to the San Buenaventura Val- 
ley, which has become, for the present, 
the of operations for the abhorred 
Yankee. “This has been done with the 
patient consent of the so-called Consti- 
tutionalist government, which would 
to build ammunition factories 
continue the destruction of Mexicans 
with bloodsfied, to make it easier for 
its leaders and allies to enter the in- 
terior. 

The purposes of Villa in dealing with for- 
elgners, especially citizens of the United 
States, are proclaimed very frankly. He 
says: 


The revolutionary army declares void 
all the concessions, privileges, etc., 
granted by the so-called 
tionalist government, excepting only 
the marriage licenses, certificates of 
birth, death, and all laws connected 
with the civil status of persons. ...

The situation—the deplorable and need- 
less situation as it now confronts us—is

AND COUNTRY. 
It is the popular notion to account for 
the advance in price of all the necessities 
of life as the direct consequence of the Euro- 
pean war. That event has indeed hastenéd 
this advance; but possibly for a complete 
answer we shall have to seek a deeper 
rooted cause. For have not prices generally, 
ever since 1890, ranged continually upward, 
and would we not—a little later no doubt 
than the present yéar—have eventually 
reached the general economic conditions at 
present prevailing in all civilized countries? 

Some figures &mpiled by Prof. James R. 
Hanna of Drake University, former Mayor 
of Des Moines, throw an additional light 
on the much debated question of the high 
cost of living. : 

Not to the war, but to the unbroken 
ever increasing shifting of the rural popu- 


lation of this country into the big cities the | 


professor attributes the upward trend in the 
price of foodstuffs, and of all commodities 
that depend on agriculture for the raw ma- 
terial. 

A century ago—according to Mr. Hanna's 
figures—there were in the United States 
nineteen people living in the country to 
every one living in a city. There were then 
only six cities of over 10,000 population in 
this country. Now there are 600 such cities 
and more than nine of our nineteen rural 
people have moved to town. At the same 
time the total population of the world in the 
last hundred years has trebled in number. 
The number of those producing prime neces- 
sities has declined—new lands brought un- 
der cultivation have not kept pace with in- 
crease of city populations—and so we are 
all feeling the pinch. , 

Until we get back more of our people 
onto the land and check the drain of the 
workers into the big cities, though perma- 
nent peace were established tomorrow, the 
cost of living will continue to grow greater. 

But Prof. Hanna is not a Malthusian-— 
seeing the approach of the fearful era when 
human beings will be so thick on the surface 
of the globe that not all the products of the 
soll will be sufficient to sustain their 
pinched, starved bodies. He knows this 
earth is capable of supporting in comfort 
five or even ten times its present population, 
if men generally applied the same zest and 
ingenuity in developing the products of the 
soil that they expend in building and em- 
bellishing magnificent cities. 

In Western America there is stil', t 
frrization, an agricultural empire to be re- 
claimed—by intensive cultivation old farms 
could be made to double their present out- 
put—thousands of square miles of rich ter- 
ritory in South America have still to be 
brought into the use of man, while the big 
tropical belt still holds undreamt-of possibili- 
ties as a food producer. Even the Arctic— 
as illustrated in Alaska—may add its quota 
to the world’s provisioning. There are more 
fish in the sea than ever came out of It. 

No doubt the tide from country to city 
will turn as through the lure of higher 
prices the farm becomes more attractive 
and as with modern scientific advantages 


country life is robbed of its former isola- 


tion. Perhaps, too, the taste for outdoor 
life which millions of former city livers will 


have acquired as the result of their war ex 


periences may help swell 
| farmers and producers. When their active

TEMPEST IN A TEAPOT, 

Charles Edward Russell, the Paris cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald, upon 
the occasion of President Wilson's telegram 
to the Emperor of Austria congratulating 
him upon the death of his father—by con- 
gratulating ‘him upon his accession to the 


throne-—published in the Paris edition of 
the New York Herald the following: 

Sir—I rejoice to see that Americans 
have entered their protest in your 
columns against President Wilson's 
most strange and grotesque felicitations 
to the Austrian Hmperor. 

This abominable person represents 
the antipodes of everything for which 
America is supposed to stand. He has 
not one ideal that is capable ef being 
squared with ours. At a time Itke this, 
when the fundamentals of our faith are 
under desperate attacks from him and 
his allies, it is most deplorable to com- 
promise about an issue that transcends 
everything else in the world. Courtesy 
is all very well, but if you really believe 
what you profess can you be courteous 
to a power that is aiming its guns 
straight at the heart of democracy? A 
country is not certain outlines on a map. 
It is an idea. If the idea of America 
and the idea of the Austrian monarchy 
are compatible, then the republic must 
be something very different from our 
pretensions about it. 

_ Russell called the next day at the Amert- 

can Embassy in Paris and asked for a pass- 
port. The secretary refused it because 
Russell in the communication to the Herald 
had criticised the President of the United 
States. 

Russell had influence enough at Washing: 
‘ton to secure the insertion by the House 
Committee on Appropriations of the follow- 
ing clause in the diplomatic appropriation 
bill: “No secretary who as charge d'affaires 
at any time during 1916 refused any privi- 
lege to any American citizen because such 
citizen criticised the President of the United 
States shall be paid any salary from this 
appropriation.” 


The Senate Committee on Appropriations 
tmoved to strike out this clause, and after 
a lengthy debate it was stricken out. In the 
debate it was conceded: 

(a.) That it was improper for Russell 
to criticise in a newspaper published in 
Paris the action of the President of the 
United States, and to denounce the Emperor 
of Austria as an abominable person. 

‘(b.) That it was an abuse of authority 
for the secretary of the Americah Legation 
in Paris to sit in judgment upon Russell 
and refuse him a passport because he had 
dared to criticise President Wilson. 

(c.) That the action of the secretary 
"was a matter for the Department of State 
to deal with and that Congress has no right 
to punish the officious secretary by with- 
holding his salary from him. 

The Times might add that a fourth of- 
fense against the public interest was com- 
mitted when the United States Senate con-

When Senator Borah of Idaho was asked 
in the course of the debate what he would 
have done if he had been in the place of 
Russell, who wrote the letter, he replied 
that he would not have written it, but that 
all this fuses about it was making a moun- 
tain out of a mole bill.

The little settlement is trying to 
sweep back the ocean with a broom. 
Mrs. F. Lisle, who donated the fit- 
tings for the little clinic, did well, 
but two great hospitals could scarce- 
ly cope with the demands of the ait- 
vation. The settlement has but un- 
covered a mine of cancers, pestilence 
rampant and sodden, dejected, dis- 
eased misery. 

What are we going to do about it? 
This is no sensational, extravagant 
statement of the case, but a conserv- 
ative, moderate description. Anyone 
ean go down and inspect for himself, 
The human wretches have iong 
since passed the stage of sensitive 
pride.

AN COURT CENSOR 
NOISE IN STREET? 
ODD POINT OF JURISDICTION IN 
CONTEMPT CASE. 
Letter Carriers Warned not to 
Let Motorcycies Sputter in Ear- 
shot of Tribunal—One Forgets; 


Can He be Punished According 
to Law? 


A colored special delivery letter- 
carrier and the open muffler of « 
motorcycle, involving alleged con- 


Trippet's court yesterday that caused 

he judge to withhold his opinion 
until the authorities could be con- 
sulted. 

Last Thursday Judge Trippet's 
court was disturbed by the noise of 
an open motorcycle muffler in front 
of the Federal! building in New High 
street. 

A score of special delivery letter 
boys have their rendezvous just un- 
der the courtroom windows, and the 
noise they have sometimes made has 
resembled a bombardment on the 
Somme. 

Postmaster Brown, at the sugges- 
tion of Judge Trippet, recently had 
signs posted in the vicinity of the 
location, warning the boys not to 
make the unusual! noise, but one of 
the lads, J. M. Taylor, forgot the 
orders and swept into the headquar- 
ters with a mighty roar. 

He was arrested and taken before 
Judge Trippet for punishment. 
Duke Stone was appointed to de- 
fend Taylor, and the argument he 
put up yesterday was enough to 
cause Judge Trippet to refrain from 
his usual church-going today, to 
study up on the “statoots.” 

It was contended the court had no 
jurisdiction of the streets that were 
by law dedicated to the uses of the 
public long before the Federal 
building was erected, and that the 
contempt was not committed within 
the physical sight of the court (al- 
though within hearing.) But the 
point of a lack of jurisdiction was 
the high spot in the defense. 

It was suggested that if the court 
is worried about the sounds of the 
public street, the court may be 
moved, as it is physically impossi- 
ble to move the highway; and that 
the public has a right to travel that 
street in the ordinary course of 
business without as much as saying 
by your leave to any court, provid- 
ed the traffic rules were observed. 
It was argued that if the court hed 
jurisdiction in the present instance 
it could take cognizance of any 
noise coming to the courtroom and 
attempt to exercise jurisdiction over 
everything within sight or sound. 

Judge Trippet is expected to rule 
in the matter tomorrow morning. 
The chances are Taylor will be fined 
or reprimanded, for the matter of 
contempt is something on which 
each court usually furnishes its own 
rules, and from its findings there is 
seldom an appeal.

But your “average man” is sadly 
disillusioned when he comes to look 
into the facts. Christian leaders are 


openly expressing solicitude over the 
relatively small size of America’s 


gifts to sufferers from the ravages 
of the conflict in Europe. 9 

The two major war relief causes, 
among the scores appealing te 
America, are the Belgians and the 
Armenians. Yet to stricken Bel- 
Sium this country has given only 
$9,000,000, and two and a half mil- 
lions to Armenia. 

Contrasted with this is the dec- 
laration that Americamus have made 
a net profit of $15,000,000 out of 
Belgium. 

A SHOCKING SHOWING. 


This shocking state of affairs, 
showing actual profits to America 
from Belgian relief work to the 
amount of nearly double the Ameri- 
can gifts, is published by the Out- 
look, upon the authority of Mr. Wil- 
liam L. Honnold, director in Amert- 
ca of the Commission for Relief in 
Belgium. “This comnmmission has col- 
lected and expended more than 
$200,000,000 for Beigian relief, and 
of thia amount more than $125,- 
000,000 has been expended in the 
United States, Let the Outlook tell 
its own etory: 

“The total contributions of food, 
clothing and money so far collected 
in the United States are a little 
lees than $9,000,000. In the aggre- 
gate this is a large sum, but reduced 
to a per capita basis it makes a 
somewhat poorer showing, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the 
commission has spent over $125,- 
600,000 in this country, or more 
than fourteen times the amount of 
the American contributions. The 
United States has contributed & 
cents per capita to Belgian relief: 
Great Britain, 18 cents: Canada, 18 
cents; Australia, $1.23; New Zea- 
land, $1.98, and Tasmania, $6.53 per 


capita. 
“The United States, at a conserva- 
tive estimate, made a cash 


has 
-Tprofit of $15,000,000 on the pur- 


chases of supplies in this country 
by the commission. It has con- 
tributed to the cause less than 
$9,000,000. There is a disagreeable 
discrepancy in these figures. We 
Americans have made more money 
out of Belgian suffering than we 
have given to relieve that suffering. 
Can any one doubt that as soon as 
the people of this country realize 
these figures they will change 
them.” 


In the matter of the Armenians, 
the case is*even worse. Their nat- 
vral and only allies are the Chris- 
tian people of the world. Incom- 
parably the worst sufferers of the 
war, they are acwally starving by 
the tens of thousands. Unless 
America saves them they will not 
be saved. Despite all the efforts 
already made for Armenian relief, 
there needs to be some new dra-

This charming and unusual bit of 
poetic animation is the more de- 
lightful because of the very remark- 
able accuracy of the co-ordination of 
the music with the girl's flying feet. 
As the large orchestra plays the 
music the audience, at first perhaps 
unconscious of the fact; soon re- 
alizes that the synchronization is re- 
duced to the fineét point, and closer 
observers see that to have the music 
even half a bar out of the way would 
greatiy mar the effect sought. 

When this dance was filmed the 
music had been previously selected 
and arranged. A piano was set up- 
on a truck and taken to the scene of 
the dance with an expert pianist. 
There the artist of the keys and the 
lady with the flying feet merged the 
movements and the tones while the 
camera man attended to his part of 
the work. 

Thus the lyrical movements and 
melodic story from the strings were 
molded into a single thing, so that 
when the film was reeled off in the 
projection room at the studio, there 
was not an iota of difference be- 
tween the timing of the dancer and 
the player. The orchestration of 
this feature was not a difficult mat- 
ter, but the direction of the large 
body of musicians in fitting their 
merged tone to the dance had to be 
in capable hands. This was effec- 
tually accomplished by Director 
c. D, Elinor.

One Error in 1300 Pages.

T IS not often that we find some- 
thing of which we know nothing 
after reading an authoritative 

book About it; but our ideas remain 
umbrageous after a pensive re-read- 
ing of “Spectra: New Poems,” by 
Emanuel Morgan and Anne Knish 
(Mitchell Kennerley.) — 

The Spectric verse is something 
new, Miss Knish is apparently pos- 
sessed by the belief thaf she has 
told all about it in the preface de- 
signed for that purpose. We have 
read—aye, studied—the preface and 
we have read the poems. For some 
of the poems we restrained our ad- 
miration without difficulty; in other 
instances the effort was futile. Some 
of the poems we restrained our ad- 
amusing but just why they should 
be “spectric” we do not know, though 
Miss Knish explains. 

Her explanation sets forth that 
Spectric verse “has three separate 
a closely related meanings,” to 
wit: 

“In the first place, it speaks, to 
the mind, of that process of 4iffrac- 
tion by which are disarticulated the 
several colored and other rays of 
which light is composed. It indicates 
our feeling that the theme of a poem 
is to Be regarded as a prism, upon 
which the colorless white light of 
infinite existence falls and is broken 
up on beautiful and intel- 

ues. 

“In its second sense, the term 
Spectric relates to the refiex vibra- 
tions of physical sight, and suggests 
the luminous appearance which is 
seen after exposure of the eye to the 
intense light, and by analogy, the 
after-colors of the poet's initial 


vision, 

“In its third sense, Spectric con- 
notes the overtones, adumbrations, or 
spectres which for the poet haunt 
all objects both of the seen and un- 
seen world—those shadowy projec- 
tions, sometimes grotesque; which, 
hovering around the real, give to 
the real its full ideal significance 
and its poetic worth. These spectres 
are the manifold spell and true 
essense of objects—like the magic 
that would inevitably encircle a mir- 
ror from the hand of Helen of Troy.” 
There are no doubt people who 
not only understand that, but think 
it valuable. It is not for us to call 
anything that we do not understand 
and know we do not understand by 
such painful terms as “rubbish,” 
“bunkum,” and “picayune befuddle- 
ment.” The English language long 
ago was discovered to be inadequate 
for the intelligible conveyance of 
“thoughts” that percolate into the 
brains of young men and women that 
write verse. Only such metaphysi- 
clans as James Balfour can capture 
the transcendental with concrete, 
lucid terms; the more brillant star- 


The fact that a rather serious 
error has been discovered in “Life 
Histories of Northern Animals” 
(Scribner’s,) Ernest Thompson Se-

“The Complete Gentleman.” 

Bohun Lynch shows himself to be 
a novelist of unusual ability in “The 
Complete Gentleman” , (George H. 


| Doran Company.) His character de- 


lineation is striking, remarkable. 
The story itself is one of the kind 
that are usually tedious, having for 
the most part few incidents and 
much of the way a frail plot; but 
the vigorous, vivid text makes it a 
novel of interest. 

The theme is not virginal. It has 
been often used. It is the study of 
a cad, of Wedlaw, a young English- 
man who tries very earnestly to be a 
gentieman—not in attitude, but in 
reality. Money is, he believes, the 
solvent of all difficulties; and he 
marries a girl who has it, but he 
insists that nevertheless he is “aw- 
fully fond of her.” He is gentleman 
enough to surpress when he first 
hears of it a last will that would 
deprive her of an inheritance that 
should legally be his. — 

But he fails to appreciate Dolly, 
a charming character though by no 
means sinless; yet scarcely blame 
worthy though she lacks the conven- 


ines. 

The story is a study of their ad- 
justment to marriage, and of their 
friends—it is merely a study until 
the closing chapters inject some 
stirring situations through the me- 
dium of an ingane brother to the 
“complete gentleman,” and the sub- 
sequent fear that the taint of in- 
sanity is in the family and has been 
passed on to the Wedlaw children.

“The Magic of Malaya.” 

Cuthbert Woodville Harrison's 
stories in “The Magic of Malaya” 
(John Lane Company) are of the 
same people and country of which 
Sir Hugh Clifford recently wrote in 
“The Further Side of Silence.” The

The Federal government_wiif not 
depend on Japanese interpreters in 
Japanese cases in the Federal courts 
In the future, if it is possible to 
avoid this contingency. A list of 
Americans, either natives or natur- 
alized citizens is being secured in 
every State for this work. Special 
Agent Blanford, of the Department 
of Justice, is collecting the names 
of Americans ding in this State 
who can either ‘read, write or talk 
Japanese so that in future the gov- 
ernment may have at its com- 
mand a number of American citi- 
zens who can be called on for inter- 
pretera. 

This is a new departure and will 
probably be followed out in all lan- 
guages, Americans being sought who 
can act as interpreters. There is a 
false patriotism that often leads men 
of the same race to assist criminals 
of their own race in court trials 
and the government prefers to have 
only real American citizens as in- 


pterpreters. It may be necessary to 


have several interpreters at each 
trial so that suspected violators of 
the law do not, by the aid of inter- 
preters, escape the penalty of the 
law they are charged with violating.

MUNSTERBERG'’S PHILOSOPHY.

ROF. MUNSTERBERG, profes- 
sor of psychology in Harvard 
University since 1892, was born 


in Germany in 1863, and was only | 


53 years of age at the time of his 
sudden death about two weeks ago. 
He was addressing a class of eighty 
young men and had been talking 
for half an hour when he fell and 
expired in a few moments. 
Munsterberg has been a volumi- 
nous writer, both in German and 
English. Though he dealt with prob- 
lems of the mind, he was as strong 
a materialist as Haeckel himself. Ac- 


cording to his view all operations of 


the mind are performed through 
the molecular action of the brain 
cells, and there is no telepathic con- 
nection between the minds of dift- 
ferent individuals. He spent several 
days investigating the case of Beulah 


Miller, a little artless girl, 10 years 
pressed 


of age, and though at first im 
with her power to name cards with- 


out seeing them, he later came to 


the conclusion that there was some 
slight expression in 
face that enabled her to guess right. 
She could not guess Correctly except 
when her mother or older sister saw 
the card in the test.

or even tn the adjoining room, but 
not heard or noticed by others. 

Munsterbere claimed that if some 
such explanation did not account for 
the phenomenon observed, then the 
whole theory of scientific psychology 
was baseless and must be given up. 
He insisted that he had made the in- 
vestigation with an open mind, sin- 
cerely desiring to arrive at the (ruth. 
But it is plain that he hoped to find 
a material solution for the remark- 
able powers possessed by the young 
girl. And he did 80 find to his own 
satisfaction, and also to that of a 
clergyman who had joined him in 
the aquest. His conclusion was 
strengthened that there could be no 
communication between the minds of 
two persons except through the ma- 
terial agency of excited brain cells 
causing the mouth to utter words, 
and those words stirring air waves 
which affected the tympanum of the 
person communicated with. 

Munsterberg had a peculiar meth- 
od of instruction. For example, he 
had spots irregularly placed upon 
‘wo card boards. There were 104 on 
one of the boards and $8 on the 
other. He then seated eighteen young 
men round a table and placing one 
board above the other asked them 
to observe them carefully for a few 
moments and then at a given signal 
note on a slip of paper before them 
which of the cards had the most 
spots, the upper or the lower one, 
or whether there wag the same num- 
ber on both. Each of the young 
men having noted down one of the 
three words—‘ipper, lower, or same, 
they were then to give the reasons 
for their respective conclusions. Be- 
fore. the discussion oceurred 52 per 
cent. of the persons had given the 
correct anewer, but after the discus- 
sion a sufficient number changed 
their minds, which resulted in bring- 
ing the correct answers up to 78 
per cent.

Rome was indignant over the pas- 
sionate Spanish fandango.

“When monarchs wish ,to divert 
the mindg of their people from im- 
portant state issues, they introduce 
new and taking dances, as has been 
done in Russia, Poland, France, etc., 
and the frivolity keeps people from 
thinking.” 


Munsterberg was a strong isan 
for the German cause in the war. 
In June, 1914, a month before the 
war broke out, he said, “Every great 
revolution has come from the hu- 
man heart.” Before the end of the 
first year he wrote a book giving 
plausible reasons for the atti- 
tude of the-German government, 
and fully justifying the Kaiser for 
his course. 

Speaking of the human estimate 
of values, Munsterberg says that 
when we are asked what the great 
things are that mankind has accom- 
plished in the last 1000 years, the 
imagination conjures up such tech- 
nical wonders as gunpowder, the 
printing press, steamships and rail- 
ways, great cities, and he might 
heave added electric development in 
lighting and the transmission of in- 
telligence. 

But, says the author, when we be- 
gin to think deeply, ‘we discover 
other things. inner great changes 
that have come to mankind. The 
message of love which religion 
broucht, the-cospel of freedom, the 
spirit of culture, the awakening of 
the social conscience, have chan 
the world more than any of the out- 
er wonders. Still we need a better 


morrow than today. There. are 
many social ailments to be cured. 
Our generation more self- 
control. 


But we do not want the old- 
fashioned tyranny which forces the 
will of one man on another. We 
want a nobler kind of discipline. A 
man must become his own master 
instead of being a slave to low and 
cheap desires. The life of earlier 
periods was modest, hard, and under 
authority of the church. The sim- 
plicitty of the ploneer checked the 
frivolous Mfe. But the world has 
moved on. The country has become 
rich. Gigantic cities have swollen 
up, and the love of luxury and crav- 
ine for pleasure has spread frem the 
white ways of the big towns to the 
smatliest villages. The church has 
lost much of ite hold, the old faith 
has crumbled, and ft has been re- 
placed by the creed of success and 
worldliness. 

It begins in childhood. The kin- 
dergarten method of play is creep- 
ing into school life. They learn a 
thousand pretty things in school, 
but not the chief thing—to do their 
duty. 

And this go-as-you-please feeling 
streams into all channels of public 
life. Note the waste of natural re- 
sources. Riches of forests. and riv- 
ers, and mines, shamelessly wasted. 
Corruption and graft abound every- 
where. Municipal life is riddled by 
this thouchtless, careless public feel- 
ing, which lets things go as selfish- 
ness shapes them. 

If the leason of self-discipline had 
been learned no one would crave the 
new-fashioned gowns which add 
much to the cost of living. 

But we pay not alone with our 
purse. We pay with our health and 
our nerves, with our conscience and 
our morality. Due to this lack of 
self-discipline all the selfish and friv- 
Clous desires grow rankly. We lack 
the energy to suppress the immoral 
impulse. Only one thing can help 
us, a serious appeal to the conscience 
of the nation to believe again in dis- 
cipline and self-control, which should 
be planted in the heart of every boy 
and girl. 

When the European war broke out 


| Munsterberg earnestly espoused the 


cause of the Fatherland in articles 
published in this country. For this 
he was severely criticised and his re- 
moval from the professorship in 
Harvard University was urged, but 
better counsels prevailed. Other 
professors had sided with the Allies 
without remonstrance, and the ut- 
most freedom of speech and opinion 
was advocated. 

When Munsterberg’s ardent defense 
of the German war policy was pub- 
lished about the end of 1914 it seems 
that a Maj. Wiener, an American re- 
riding in England. offered Harvard 
University $10,000,000 if it would 
remove Munsterberg. This offer was 
treated as an insult; as if the univer- 
sity could be bought with money, 
with a price. It was said that the 
offer showed the standard of Wie-

In peychology and industrial effi- 
clency Prof. Mun«terberg made an 
important contribution to the prac- 
tical application of psychology to the 
problems of everyday life. He out- 
lines the methods by which a boy 
may be guided scientifically to the 
calling for which he fs best fitted. 

In Munsterberg’s “Psychology and 
Social Sanity” this sentence occurs: 
“Our practical life is filled with pay-

One of Muneterbers’s books, first 
published in German, but afterward 
translated into English by himeelf, 
bears thie title: “Eternal Values.” 

The 
first chapter, entitled “The Physical 
Nature,” opens thus: “Our question 
is, whether we have to acknowledge 


‘anything in our world as absolutely 


valuable. Who are we, and which 
world is meant in which worth and 
worthtessness is to be weighed?”

physicist. And with every interpre- 


tation of the world the question con- 
cerning values changes. “We” are 
something entirely different for the 
historian and for the biologist, for 
the chemist and for the moralist.

struggles of practical life is 
from the world of the scientiat, with 
its atoms and its causal laws. 

“Take the world of the scientist; 
the ideal of such a world is a mate- 
rial mechanism. If we pad it out 
into a philosophy it gives us a log- 
ically impossible materialism; but if 
we take it simply as the foundation 
of physical sciences is invulner- 
able. In the language of 3000 years 
we should have to say that every oc- 
currence in the universe is ultimately 
only a change of position of smallest 
particles, of which each is complete- 
ly determined tn its movements by 
preceding movements of the whole 
system. All the life processes are 
only physical and chemical occur- 
rences, and every change resolves 
itself finally into mechanical move- 
ments of atoms. Natural science is 
bound by its presuppositions never 
to acknowledge any unmechanical 
life energies, any 
What can be good or bad in such a 
turmoll of atoms? 

“There are combinations of parti- 
cles which are fugitive and crumble, 
or which are lasting in their con- 
nections. Some are simple and oth- 
ers complex, but nothing gives us the 
slightest hold for the claim that the 
complex is better than the simple, 
that lasting is more valuable than 
the fugitive. As little as the astron- 
omer has the right to think of our 
earth as the center of the universe 
has the biologist a right to make any 
concessions in favor of the human 
organism.

Escapes. 
ILL NOT PROSECUTE 
ARMENIAN DOCTOR. 


WAS OHARGED WITH VIOLAT- 
ING THE MANN ACT. 


Investigation Shows There was 
no Commercialized Vice, and Girt 
Brought Here from New York 
was of Age—Corroborative Pvi- 
dence is Considered Unreliabie. 


Dr. Solomon Bauch, the Armenian 
physician, will not be prosecuted on 
the charge of violating the Mann 
White Slave Act, in bringing Miss 
Louise Mitchell from New York to 
this city. 

Assistant United States District 
Attorney O'Connor, who had charge 
of the case, said yesterday that after 
an investigation it had been decided 
that Dr. Bauch would not be prose- 
cuted under the Federal! statute. He 
was therefore’ turned back to the 
State authorities. 

It has never been the policy of 
the District Attorney’s office, said 
Mr. O'Connor, to push cases under 
the white slave law that showed the 
features of this case. In,the pres- 
ent instance the girl was of age, as 
was the man; there had been no 
commercialized vice, and, in the 
opinion of the office, no action would 
lie against Bauch. Even his alleged 
confession could not be used against 
him in a trial, unless other very 
important points could be shown, 
and it had been the experience of 
the District Attorney’s office that 
where such evidence had to be fur- 
nished by the woman in the case it 
was very unreliable. 

Heretofore, where it could be 
shown that the woman had been 
used cammercially, where one or the 
other of the principals were under 
age, or where a family had been de- 
serted and the woman brought from 
some other State, complaints were 
filed and prosecutions carried on, 
and even in those instances it was 
almost impossible to convict, for the 
reason that the woman, in nine cases 
out of ten, would protect her para- 
mour, and conviction would fail. 

Previous to the declaration of the 
United States Supreme Court that 
the Mann White Slave Act applied to 
cases where vice had not been com- 
mercialized it was the rule of the 
District Attorney's office to file com- 
plaints according to that fule, where 
circumstances warranted, and the 
evidence to convict could be had. 

The District Attorney's office also 
refused to prosecute under the Mann 
White Slave Act the case against Al- 
fonso Gallego, who is charged with 
bringing Miss Helena Salazar, a deaf 
and dumb girl, from Miami, Ariz., 
to Los Angetes on a technicality that 
would make the conviction of Gal- 
lego very uncertain. Both of these 
cases were brought to the attention 
of the District Attorney's office by 
E. M. Blanford, special agent of the 
Department of Justice, his deputy, 
Frank P. Webster, having charge of 
the Dr. Bauch case.

MORE LARGE CRAFT ON WAYS

Two Big Steam Schooners, Tug, 
Kelp Harvester and Two Ex- 
pensive Yachts Among Uncom- 
pleted Vessels on Which Hun- 
dreds of Men are at Work.

about new public buildings and. 
where we are going to put them,” 
said this speaker, “unless we at the 
samme time take steps to anchor our 
downtown district in some one lo- 
cality which we know is always go- 
Ing to be a cénter toward which all 
our streets and boulevards will con- 
verge. We have talked for years 
about putting tunnels through 
Bunker Hilt to make the great west 
and northwest sections of the city 
accessible to ovr main business 
streets and our public buildings, but 
so far it has been only talk. By re- 
fusing to adopt the logical and ob- 
vious means of correcting our traffic 
problems we have permitted our 
business section to straggle all over 
the map and get clear away from 
our county and city buildings. There 
is no use trying to fix a civic center, 
art center or any other kind of cen- 
ter until every part of Los Angeles 
has been made directly accessible to 
every other part by the construction 
of tunnels, boulevards and cross- 
town arteries of traffic that will give 
our business district a chance to 
settle down. We will be working 
absolutely in the dark in this city 
planning movement until this prob- 
lem is solved once and for all.” 

The city planning movement as it 
is now being approached is unde- 
niably a step in the right direction. 
No city that is growing as rapidly 
as ‘Los Angeles can continue indefi- 
nitely to expand along haphazard 
lines without winding up in a jumble 
of development that will have to be 
untangled sooner or tiater. The 
longer the city puts off the inevi- 
table day of correcting its mistakes 
and formulating a plan for their 
subsequent avoidance, the more ex- 
pensive is the job going to be to the 
public when fit has to be taken up. 
Most of the larger and older cities 
of the world have been compelled 
within the present generation to 
spend enormous sums of money in 
the work of tearing down and fre- 
building for the rectification of past 
mistakes and as surely as Los An- 
geles is destined to be one of the 
great centers of population of the 
globe. this city is going to have to 
go to the same needless and bur- 
densome expense unless its awakens 
to the truth.
